A request for concurrence of a wetland delineation report and jurisdictional determination regarding 17 delineated wetlands was
submitted to the Corps. No proposal for filling has been submitted at this time. The delineation report has been prepared to help in the
planning process for future development of an approximately 1,043-acre site proposed for annexation by the City of Green Bay.

The isolated areas include wetlands identified as 4, 14, and 15. A review of local topographic maps, the local soil survey, wetland
inventory maps, and aerial photography failed to identify any surface water connection to a water of the U.S for wetlands 4, 14, and 15.

Wetlands 1 - 3, 5 - 13, 16, and 17 are adjacent to a tributary to Green Bay, a navigable water of the United States and are therefore,
subject to the Corps of engineers jurisdiction.
